Since I have made mention of 


the Kingdom of Epire, I ſhall 
ſay 2 few Things of its Origi- 
nal: The firſt Kingdom in that 
Country was that of the Moloth ; 
atterwards Pyrrbus, the Son of 
Achilles, ſettled in thoſe Places, 
being driven out of his Father's 
Kingdom: The Inhabitants were 
firſt called Pyrrhotæ, nn 
Epi rotæ. 
When the Helvetii Were in- 
ſormed of Cæſar's coming, they 
ſent the nobleſt Men of their State 
 Ambaſlayors to him; of which 
Ambaſly Numeius and Verodoc- 
tins were chief, who ſaid, that 
they deſigned to take their Way 
through the Province, without 
doing any Miſchief, becauſe they 
nad no other Way. 


When Annibal came to Antio- 


chus, he was very kindly re- 
ceived, and ſo over-joved was 
the King, that he did not think 
fo much of the Wer, as of the 
Rewards of Victory; but An- 
urbal, who knew the Roman

whom Antigonus met with an 
Army, and being worked, was 


put to flight. 


King Eumenes met the Kaas 
with Aid ; and a little after a'

chus; the Roman Army was beat 
in the Right Wing, and fled-to 


the Camp; 


but M. Amilius, a 


Tribune of the Soldiers, who 
had been left for the Security

The coming of the Carthagi- 
nians into Sicily, recalled Diony- 


ſius the Tyrant out of Italy; 
Hanno the Carthiginian was Ge- 


neral of that War; whoſe Ene- 


my Suniatus, being the moſt 
powerful of the Carthaginiaus, 


gave Notice of his coming by 
2 Letter to Dionyſius; 


which 
Letter was intercepted, and he 


condemned for Treaſon.

diately took up Arms, and go- 
ing up on Horſeback before the 


Enemy's advanced Guards, be 


called Taureas by Name, and bid 
him fight when he would. 


At Croton there were great 


Animoſities betwixt the Nobi- 


lity and the Commons; for the 


ſame Diſtemper had over-run all 
the Cities of Italy, that the com- 
mon People diſſented from the 
Nobility ; the Senate favoured 
the Romans, and the Commons 
the Carthaginians. A Deſerter 


carried this News of the. Diſa- 
greement to the Brutii. | 
When Ariſtomachus could not 
Work upon them by adviſing

of a bloody Reward to the Ob- 
ligation of his Oath; then he 
cunningly ſubjoins, that he had 
forged thoſe Letters, that he 
might try the Affections of his 
Soldiers.

Cambyſes ſucceeded Cyrus; he 
added Egypt to the Empire of 
his Father; but being offended 


at the Superſtition of the Egyp- 


| tians, he ordered the Temples of 


Apis, and the other Gods, to 


be pulled down: Afterwards he 


added Parricide to his Sacrilege ; 
for it was hard for him to ſpare 
his Relations, who had not ſpa- 
red the Gods. 


When he died, he left the 
Guardianſhip of his Sons to a 


Slave of approved Fidelity ; and 
ſo great was the reſpect for his 
Memory amongſt all People, that 
they choſe rather to obey a Slave, 
than forſake the King's Sons ; 
and the great Men of the King- 
dom, forgetting their Honour, 
ſuffered the Government to be 
managed by a Slave. 
When Africanus had received 


his Son from Antiochus, whom 


he had taken paſling over into 
Aſia in a ſmall Ship, he ſaid, 
That private Favours were to 
be ſeparated from publick Con- 


cerns ; that the Duty of a Fa- 


ther was one thing, and the 
Rights of his Country another, 
which ſhould be preferred, not 
only before Children, but even 
Life it ſelf; that he therefore 


received his Preſent thankfully, 


and would anſwer the King's

that he called for his Sword to 


kill himſelf with.

although he was over-powered 
by Numbers, yet he exceeded all

Whilſt the. reſt flattered A- 
lexander, one of the old Men, 


Clitus by Name, in Confidence 


of the King's Friendſhip, of 
which he held the firſt Place, 
defended the Memory of Philip, 


and commended his Exploits; 


he ſo diſpleaſed the 


King, 


that he ſlew him in the Euter- 


tainment, with a Spear, which 
he took. from a Lifc-Guard-

Hercules promiſed Dexamenus, 
the Father of Dejanira, that he 
would marry his Daughter; 
after his Departure, Eurytion 
the Centaur, Son of Ixion and

Fear, promiſed him that he 
would give him her ; upon the

Shields, Argyraſpides. 

The next Night, and the Day 
aſter, the Camp was beſieged 
and attacked with ſo great Vio- 
lence, that a Meſſenger could not 
be ſent to Rome; The Hernici 
brought Word, that the Conſul 
and Army were beſieged, and 
ſtruck ſuch a Terror upon the 


Fathers, that Order was given 
ro the other Conſul, Poſthumius, 


that he ſhould * Gi Care the 
Commonwealth received no De- 
triment. 


When Alexander was come to 


the Cuphites, where the Enemy 
waited his coming, with two 
hundred thouſand Horſe, the 
whole Army being wearied, no 
leſs with the Number of their 
Victories, than the Fatigue of 
the War, entreats him with 
Tears, that he would make an 
Eud of the War, remember his 


Country, and regard the Years 


of his Soldiers.

they are guarded in the Night, 
a oreat Mulritude coming out

lies with ſtrong Garriſons, and 

carried his Army over into Si- 

cily. | 
ꝗ Philip came down into Theſ- 


faly, ſuppoſing that the Theſſali- 


ans might be engaged to under- 


take the War with him againſt. 


the Atoli; and having left Per- 
ſeus at the Entrance of Theſlaly, 


with four thouſand armed Men, 
to keep the Mtolians from paſ- 


ſing, he himſelf, before he was 
engaged in greater Affairs, led his 
Army into Macedonia, and from 
thence into Thrace. | 

Q. Quintius, deſcended of an 
obſcure Family, commanded 


the Fleet, but famous for many 


gallant Actions; at firſt he had 
five Ships, the greateſt of 


which, two Triremes, had been 
delivered to him by Marcellus; 


afterwards three Quinqueremes 
were added to them; after that 
he made up a Fleet of twenty 
Ships, by exacting thoſe that 


were due, according to Treaty,

- Democrates met this Fleet 
coming from Rhegium, with a 
Fleet of Tarentine Ships, equal 
in Number, and almoſt fifteen 
Miles from the City, at Saeri- 
portus. The Romans came up- 
on full Sail, little thinking of 
the Engagements that followed, 


but had ſupplied their Ships 


with Rowers about Croton and 
Sibaris, and had their Fleet ex- 
cellently well rigged and armed 
for the Greatneſs of their Veſ- 
ſels. | 
When 
ſeized upon the Gate that leads to 
the Sea, having beat the Guard 
from thence, or ſlain them, they 


let the Romans into the Town, 


that had been ſent for that 


| Purpoſe ; and when they now 


marched in a Body into the mid- 


dle of the City, and the Forum 


with great Noiſe, Hanno ſuppo- 
ſing it to be ſome Tumult of the 
Numidians (as had happend be- 
fore) went to quell the Mutiny. 

The Day after, having aſ- 
ſembled the Soldiers, and the 


Naval Auxiliaries, he firſt gave 


Praiſe and Thanks to the im- 
mortal Gods, who had not on- 
ly made him Maſter of the 
richeſt City in Spain, in one 
Pay, but had before gathered 
thither the Wealth-of almoſt all 
Africa and Spain. 

The Romans who eſcaped from 
this great Overthrow, fled dif- 


ferent Ways, half armed, to the 


Conſul in Samnium; who not 
at all diſmayed at ſo great a 
Los, ſear a Letter to the Se- 


nate:

domannus is ſet over the Armeni- 
ans, and after the Death of King 
Ochus, is made King by the Peo- 
ple, tor bis former Bravery, be- 


ing honoured with the Nam e 8 


Darius, leſt any Thing ſhould be 
wanting to Royal Majelty ; and 
waged War with Alexander, 
with great Courage: 2 At lalt be. 
ing conquered by Alexander, and 


ſiain by his Relations, ke ended 


his Lite, together with the 2 Em- 
pire of the Perſians. 

Then he enters upon the Por 
fian War, begun by his Father; 
an1 being buſy in the Prepara- 


tions, he is informed that the 


Athenians and Thebans had re- 
volted from him to the Perſians; 
and that the Adviſer of the Re- 
volt was Demoſthenes, corrupted 
by the Perſians, with a great 
Sum of Gold ; for he had declar- 
ed in an Allembl y of the People, 
that all the Army of the Mace- 
donians, with their King, had 
been cut off by the Triballi. 
The Fathers ſent a Letter to 
M. Claudius, that he would re- 
lievethe Commonwealth, forſaken 


by his Collegue, and would no- 


minate him Dictator, whom the 
People had ordercd ; accordingly 
Q. Fulvius was nominated Dic- 
tator, by Claudius the Conſul ; 
and according to the ſame Vote 


of the People, P. Licinius Craſ- 


ſus, the High-Prieſt, was nomi- 
nated Maſter of the Horſe, by 
Q Fulvius.

Law ot Antipater, Who had been 
ſer over Macedonia ; for which 
Reaſon, fearing leſt he ſhould 
be ſlain, fome Tumult ſhould 
ariſe in Macedonia, he kept him 


In Chains : atter this he goes to 
the City Gordium, which is 
placed betwixt the Greater and 


Lefler Phrygia. | 
Nor was Darius wanting to 


himſelf; he went about VE 


raping his Men, and putting 
them in Mind of the ancient 


Glory of the Perſians, and the 


perpetusl Poſſeſſion of Empire 
given bim by the Gods; alter 
this the Battle is fought wi.h 
great Courage, in that each 


King is wounded ; the Diſpute 


was doubtſul till Darius fled ; 
then followed a Slaughter of the 


Perſians. 


Annibal got Marcellus's Ring, 


together with his Body; Crifpi- | 


nus fearing ſome Trick would be 
played with it by the Carthogi- 
nian, ſent Meſſengers about the 


neighbouring Cities, that his Col- 


league was ſlain, and the Enemy 
had got his Ring, that they ſhould 
not believe any Letters writ in 


the Name of Marcellus. 


In the mean Time one of the 


Friends of Darius, Beſſus by 
Name, is brought bound to A- 
lexander, who had not only be- 


trayed his King, bur flain him;

There was a Report that At- 
talus, King of Aſia, would pafs 
over into Europe. The Atoli, 
whom Pyrriias commanded, who 
had been created Prætor with 
Attalus for that Year, met Phi- 
lip coming down into Greece, 
at the City Lamia; they had 
likewiſe Auxiliaries from Atta— 
lus with. them, and almoſt a 
thouſand from the Romaa Fleet 
ſent by Supt us. 


He ca led Gods and Men to 


witneſs, that he had been want 


ing in no Place or Time, but 
where the Enemy carried their 
Arms, thither he repaired with 
all the Speed he could; and that 
it could hardly be laid, whether 
the War was carried on more 
boldly by him, or more timo- 
rouſly by the Enemy. 

Whilſt the Gauls plander the 
Ships, fearing no ſuch Thing, 
they are cut in pieces by the 
 Rowers, and a part of the Army, 

hich had fled thither with their 
Wives and Children; and ſo 


great was the Slaughter of the 


Gauls, that the Fame of this Vic- 
tory procured Antigonus a Peace, 


not only from the Gauls but all 
his Neighbours.

Antigonus had (ized Aſia, and 
the parts of the Eaſt ; whoſe 
Son Demetrivs was conquered in 
the firſt Encounter by Ptolemy 
at Gamala. 

Antigonus, elevated with his 
Victory, commands timſelf, 
with his Son Demetrius, to be 
called King by the people; Pto- 
lemy alſo, that he might not be 
thought of leſs Authority among 
bis Subjects, is called King by 
bis Army: When Caflander and 

Lyftmachus heard this, they aſ- 


ſumed to themſelves Royal Ma- 


: jeſty; they all abſtained from 


the Enſigns of this Dignity, as 


long as the Sons of their Prince 
were alive. 


After the Death of Caſſander 


and his Son Philip, Queen Theſſa- 


lonice, the Lady of Caſſander, was 
flain by her Son Antipater, no 


long Time after, tho' ſne begged 


her Lite by his Mother's Breaſts: 
The Reaſon of which Parricide 
was, that after the Death of her 
Husband, in the Diviſion of the 
Kingdom betwixt the Brethren, 
the ſeemed to have been more 
favourable to Alexander.

Romans ; the Spaniſh Soldiers, 
Balcarian Slingcrs, and Ele- 
phants, by Annibal. 

Betore the Conſuls went to the 
War, they were admoniſhed by 
the Senate, that they ſhould take

Iulius Cæſar married Corne- 
lia, the Daughter of Cinna, who 


had been four times Conſul, of 


whom Julia was ſoon after born 
to him; nor could he by any 
Means be obliged by the Dicta- 
tor Sylla to divorce her; where- 
fore he was deprived of his 
Prieſt's Office and his Wife's 

Fortune, and was reckoned of 

the other Party. 


As Julius Cæſar was paſting 


over the Rhodes in the Winter 
Time, he was taken by Pyrates 
about the Iſle of Pharmacuſe, 
and continued with them, not 
without a great deal of Indig- 
nation, near forty Days, with 
one Phyſician and two Valets de 
Chambre; 
ly ſent away his Companions 
and other Servants at firſt to get 
up Money to redeem him. 
Octavianus went over to the 
Optimates, to whom he per- 
ceived M. Anthony was odious, 
chiefly becauſe he endeavoured 
to drive, by Arms, Brutus, be- 
ſieged at Modena, out of the 
province given him by Cæſar, 
and confirmed by the Senate; 
ſome therefore encouraging him 
to it, he ſuborns ſome Aſſaſſins 
againſt him,

Licinius, Prætor of the City, 


was employed to repair thirty 
old Men of War, which were at 


Oltia, and to fill twenty with

The King being about to fight 
with all his Forces of Horſe and 


ligbt Armour, he placed the Ce- 


tra-i, Which they called Pel- 
taſtæ, in the Night, in a con- 
venient Place betwixt the two 
Camps, in Ambuſcade, and charg- 
ed Athenagoras and "the Horſe, 
that if the Buſineſs ſucceeded 
well in open Fight, they ſhould 
_ uſe their Fortune ; if otherwiſe, 
they ſnould, by giving Ground 
by little and little, draw the E- 


nemy to the Place of Ambuſcade, 


The following Day the Con- 
ſul marched out Wo Battle, with 
all his Army, placing his Ele- 
phants before the firſt Standards, 
which the Romans then firſt made 
uſe of, becauſe they had ſome 


which they took in the Cartha- 


ginian War : When he found the 
Enemy kept cloſe within their 
Trenches, he advanced up to 


them, upbraiding them with their 


Fear. After that he decamped

While theſe Things are do- 
ing, the troubled State of Ma- 
cedonia recalled Caſſander home 


| from Greece; for when Olym- 


pias came to the Borders of Ma-

whoſe Order Eurydice was ſlain, 
and the King, having held the

Pledge at Rome, and gave his 
Son Demetrius in his ſtead. An- 
t iochus was now come to Athens, 
when Seleucus was taken off by 
a Plot of Heliodorus. 


The Phœnicians built Car: bage 
in Africa, fifty Years before the 
taking of Troy; the Founders of 


it were Xorus and Charchedon ; 


but, as the Romans and Cartha- 
ginians themſelves believe, Dido, 
a Woman which came trom Tyre 
into thoſe Parts, whoſe Husband, 


Pygmalion, who rul' d at Tyre, 


had ſlain. 


Of thirty thouſand Men which 


Aitalus commanded, a few u eſca-

Equity; nor is there any Dan- 


ger, leſt the Roman People 
ſhould ſeem to ꝓreſs too hard up- 


on the Carthaginians. 


They do not believe there are 
any Gods, and he thinks they are 
to be ſaved, to avoid the Odium 
ef Gods and Men; but I think 
the Gods have reduced the Car- 
thiginians to this Condition, that 
they may ſuffer the Puniſhment 


of their Impiety ; who, by break- 
ing the Treaties made with us in 


Sicily, Spain, Italy, and Africa, 
have brought upon us the heavi- 


eſt Calamities. 


Alexander, King of Epire, 
when he came to the Aid of the 
Rate Ciries into Italy, with 

a great Army, was cut off by 
them, 
wherefore their Ficrceneſs, be- 
inflamed by their good 
Fortune, was tcrrible to their 


| Neighbours a long time; at 
laſt, Agathocles being invited, 
paſſed over into Italy, with the

They brought M. Cornelius 


our Conſul, deceived by an Oath, 


to their General, as it were for 
the fake of ſeeing him, who 
as at that Time ſick ; and pre- 


ſently after, carried him away 
Priſoner, out of Sicily into Afri- 
ca, with twenty Ships ; they put 
our General Regulus likewiſe to

the whole liland, paſſed over, 


and reduced many Cities. 


It would be tedious to re- 


1 what Annibal has done 


by War, Treachery, and Perf. 


diouſneſs, againſt us and our Ar- 
mies, and laſtly, againſt bis own 
Allies, by the plundering of Ci- 
tics, and killing his Fellow Sol- 


diers: I will tell you, never- 


theleſs, in ſhort, that four hun- 
dred Towns of ours have been 
ruined by him.

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His Brother acides ſucceed- 
ed him, who got the III-will 
of his Subjects, by wearying 
them with continual Wars a—

ore being forced into Baniſh- 
ment, - he left his young Son 
Pyrrhus in the Kingdom : who 
being ſought tor, by the People, 


to be put to Death, was taken 


away privately, and carried into 
Illyricum. 

When Scipio's Son was taken, 
paſſing into Aſia, in a ſmall Ship, 
by Antiochus, he neither treated 
about the redeeming him, nor 
gy the Senate to treat about 
it; but, as was worthy of his 

Miteſty, ſaid, That he would 

recover him by Arms; at laſt 
Antiochus ſent him his Son again 
for nothing. 
When he came to the Ami. 
niſtration of the Government, he 
did not think ſo much of govern-

dom ; wherefore he ſubdued the 


| Scythians, till that Time invin- 


cible, who had cut off Sopyrion, 


a General of Alexander the

He now repented of the Fact, 
and reſolved to die; he wept,

ing mildly to them, and chil: 
them for their Raſhnefs and Ob. 
flinacy; ; by bis Ambaſſadors, he 
endeavoured to put them. in 
Hopes, that they ſhould ſhortly 
have what they deſired. 

Damocritus told the Lacedæ- 
monian Tyrant, that the Cities 
upon the Sea-Coalt being taken 
from him, he was quite diſa- 
bled ; that he had from thence 
his Soldiers, from thence his 
Ships and Naval Allies; that 
he being in a Manner ſhut up 
within bis Own Walls, ſaw the 
Achæans domineering in Pelopon- 
neſus; that he could never have 
an Opportunity of recovering his 
own again, if he neglected that 
Which then was. 

Nabis immediately fent about 
all the Towns upon the Sea- 
Coaſt, to raiſe Sedition in them, 
| and he brought ſome of the lead- 
ing Men over to his Side by Pre 
ſents - others, that co ined 


reſolutely inthe Roman Alliance, 


he put to Death; the Care of 
defondins the Lacedæmonians 
upon the Sea Coaſt, had been 
committed by Quinctius to the 
Achæans.

Ereocles, after 
his Year was up, refuſed to re- 


ſign to his Brother; who going 


to Argos to Adraſtus, married his 


Daughter. Upon this a great 


War was raiſed againſt the The- 


bans, Polynices engaging Adra- 


ſtus, and other Princes, to eſpouſe 
his Quarrel againſt his Brother, 
They are faid to have been ſeven 
in all: Adraſtus King of Argos, 


Tydeus the Son of Oeneus the 


Calidonian, Capaneus, Hippome- 
don, Parthenopæus, the Son af 
Atalanta, the Daughter of Schæ- 
revs, Amphiaraus, who had mar- 


tried Eriphyle the Siſter of A- 
draſtus, and Polynices. All theſe 


were deſtroyed in this War, ex- 
cepting Adraſtus. 
About 37 Years after this,

Siege of 'Ten Years, took Troy, 
and utterly deſtroyed it, about 


1184 Yezrs before Chriſt, 


The next remarkable Thing 
that occurs in the Grecian Story, 
3s the Return of the Heraclide, 


or Poſterity of Hercules, into Pe- 


loponneſus. Hercules was both 
by the Father and Mother's 
Side, allied to the Royal Family 


of Mycene : After his Death, Eu- 


ryſtheus, the King of Mycene, 
endeavoured to cut off all his 
Iſſue entirely, for fear they 
ſhould in Time lay Claim to 


the Kingdom. Wherefore he 
ſent Orders ro King Ceyx, with. 
venom they then were at Tra- 


chis, to deliver them up, or ba- 
niſn them;  threatning him 
with a War, in Caſe he did rot 


comply. The Heraclidæ beirg 
terrified at this, ſine: none 


durſt entertain them for fear 
of Eury ſtheus, went over to the

| ſeveral Cities upon the Sea-Coaſt, 


which, from them, was called I- 
onia. This Expedition of the 


lonians fell out in the 140th Year 


after the Deſtruction of Troy, 


that is, 1044 before Chriſt. 

About the ſame Time likewiſe, 

the Ktolians, being driven out of 
Laconia, by the Heraclidz, went 


into Thrace, under the Com- 


mand of Pentheſilus the Son of 
Oreſtes. After he died, they 

paſſed over into Alia, and ſet- 
tled in that Part of it which 
from them was called Folis, 
They built Smyrna. 

The Dorienſee, with the Hera- 


clide, having got Poſſeſſion of 


Pe<loponneſus, founded two King- 


&cws there, the Lacedæmonian 


and Corinthian, The Sons of Ari- 
ſtodemus, Procles and Euriſthenes 


took Poſſeſſion of Lacedæmon, af- 


ter they bad driven the Achzans 
and Oreſtidz out of it. 
them deſcended the two Fami- 
lies of their Kings in that City, 
that is the Euryſthenidæ, which 
was reckoned the better, and the. 
Proclidæ. This was called like- 
wiſe, the Family of Eurypontidæ, 
from Eurypon, Procles's Grandſon. 
About the ſame Time, the

After him 
the Nobility of the Family of 
the Bacchiadæ ruled the City, 
chuſing out of their own Num- 
ber a Magiſtrate every Year, 


whom they called Prytanis. This 


Form of Government laſted till 


the Times of Cypſelus, who 


ſeized the Sovereignty, which 
be held for thirty Years. His 


Son Periander reigned after him 


44 Years : $0 that from the Be- 


ginning of the Reign of the He- 


raclide to Periander's Death, 
there were 518 Years 
About the Year before Chriſt 


776, or, as fome ſay, 100 Years 
| ſooner, flouriſhed Lycurgus, the 


famous Law - giver of Sparta. 


He was the Son of Eunomus, 
Brother of Polydectus, King of 
the Lacedzmonians. His Uncle's 


Widow being left with Child, 
upon Condition he 
would marry her, to ſecure 
him the Kingdom, by murder- 
ing her Child, if it proved a 
Son, He ſeemed to counte- 
nance the Matter, but took 
Care for the Preſervation of 
the Infant at her Delivery, and 
reſigning all Pretenſions to the 
Kingdom, he after that ma-

ecqually amongſt his Country- 


men; aboliſhed utterly the Uſe 


of Gold and Silver, as the grand 
Occaſions of Quarrels and all 
Manner of Wickedneſs, intro- 

ducing in their ſtead, heavy I- 
ton Money; and, that Luxury 


might not furniſh any with Oc- 


caſion of ſcraping Riches toge- 
ther, he ordered all People to eat 
in Publick, and to inure them- 
ſelves to a frugal Courſe of Diet. 


And to give a laſtivg Eſtabliſn- 
ment to theſe Laws of his, he 


| pretends to go to the Oracle at 
Delphos, ana binds his Coun- 
trymen by an Oath, that they 


ſhould not make an Alteration. 


in his Laws before his Return. 


Upon which he went for Crete, 


where he continued till his 
Death. He ordered bis Bones 
to be thrown into the Sca, for 
fear, if they ſhould be carried

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the Olympick Games, ſo called 
from Olympia, a City of Elis in 
Peloponneſus ; nigh which they 
were celebrated every fourth 
Year by a great Concourſe of 


People from all Parts of Greece 


and other Countries. The Games 
uſed in that Solemnity, were 
Running, Wreſtling, the Coir, 


Jumping, and Boxing; the Con- 


uerors were crowned with wild 
Olive, and held in great Eſteem. 
About 33 Years after this, the 
Lacedæmonians made War upon 
the Meſſenians their Neighbours, 
for the Raviſhing ſome young 


Ladies of Sparta in a ſolemn 


Sacrifice of the Meſſenians, and 


bound themſelves under a moſt 
grievous Curſe, not to return 


before they took Meſſena; but 
being detained ten Years in the 
Siege of the Place, contrary to 
their Expectations, and fearing, 
leſt by the Continuance of the 
War, they ſhould do themſelves 
more Prejudice than the Mclle- 
nians, ſince what Men theſe loſt 
in the War, were made up by 


the Fruitfulneſs of their Wo- 


men; but they not only ſuſ- 
tained a continual Loſs of Men 
in the War, but their Wives, in 
the Abſence of their Husbands, 
were barren; they chooſe out 
the young Fellows that came as 
Recruits, after the taking of the 


Oath, ſent them Home, and 
gave them leave to lie with all 


the Women. Their Sons were 
called Partheniæ, who, when they 
came to Age, choſe Palantus 
their Commander, the Son of

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him who had adviſed the Spartans 
to ſend home the young Fellows 


to get Children: they went to 


ſeek a Settlement, and, after a 


great many Adventures, came at 


laſt into Italy; and ſeizing Ta- 


rentum, and driving out the old 
Inhabitants, ſertled there. In 
the mean Time the Meſſenians, 
were conquered and enflaved. _ 


Thirty eight Years after this, 
the Meſſenians, at the Inſtigation 
of Ariſtomenes, a Man endued 
with all the Bravery of a Hero, 


renew the War againſt the La- 


cedæmonians, who were adviſed 


by the Oracle of Delphos to de- 


ſire a General from the Athenians; 
Who, by way of Deriſion, ſent 


them Tyrtæus, a lame Poet. Un- 
der his Conduct the Lacedæmo- 
nians at laſt prevailed, more by 
Stratagem than Courage. The 
 Meſſenians being moſtly driven 


out of their Country, ſailed for 
Sicily, and ſeized upon Zancle, 
which they called from them- 


ſelves Mciiena. 


About theſe Times lived 
Draco, the cruel Law-giver of 
FOrimes 

with Death : Bur all his Laws, 


excepting thoſe relating to 
Murder, were abrogated, not 
long after, by the famous Solon, 


and new ones ſubſtituted in 


their Place. In his Time there 
happened a War betwixt the A- 
thenians and the Magarenſes. 
The latter had formed a Deſign 


to feize the Athenian Matrons, 23

Kites of Ceres at Eleuſis; but the

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Matter being known, Piſiſtratus 
placed the Youth of Athens in 
Ambuſcade, ſurprized the Mega- 
renſes upon their Landing, and 
was very near taking the City 


of Megara; but, as if he had 
conquered for himſelf, and not 


for his Country, he by a Wile 
ſeized the Government ; for ha- 
ving ordered himſelf to be ſe- 
verely laſhed at home, he ran in- 
to the Streets with his Body all 
mangled, and having called the 
People together, complained of 
the Cruelty of the Great Men, 


from whom he pretended to 


have ſuffered that il! Uſage; af- 


firming that he was hated by the 
Senate for his Love to the Com- 


mons. By this Wile he procured 
a Guard for the Security of his 
Perſon, and by their Help ſeized 


upon the Government; and tho? 
he was twice driven out of the 


City, yet he left the Kingdom to 
his Son Hippias, whoſe Brother 
Hipparchus was ſlain by a Con- 
ſpiracy of Harmodius and Ari- 


ſtogiton; which gave the Athe- 
nians an Occaſion of recovering 


their Liberty; for nat long after 


Hippias was baniſhe4l, and fled 


ro Darius, about 20 Years before 
the Battle of Marathon. 

It will be proper here to give 
ſome ſhort Account of the Per- 
fan Aﬀairs, becauſe of their fre- 


quent Wars with the Greeks. 
The Aﬀſyrians ruled over a great 


Part of Aſia for ſeveral Years ; 
ſome ſay 1300, but others, with 
more Appearance of Truth, on- 
ly 500.

Offence by his effeminate Way 
of Living ( for he ſpent his 
whole Time ainong his Whores) 
that Arbactus, the Viceroy of 
Media, took up Arms 2vaivſt 
him. ,Sardanapulus marched to 
meet him with a few 111-diict- 
plined Troops, and being eaſily 
routed, fled to his Palace; w here 
he threw himfelf and R iches in- 
to a flaming Vile of Wood. Thus 
the Empite of Alia was tranſ- 
terred from the Aliyrians to the 


Medes, about 900 Years before 


Chriſt. 
After ſeveral Princes, the 
Kingdom came at laſt to wg 
85 who ſaw in a Drean a 
ine ſpring. from the Womb of 
his Daughter, the only Child 
with the Branches of 
which all Aſia was overſha- 
The Interpreters of 
Dreams being conſulted upon 


it, told him, He would have a 


Grandſon by that Daughter 
that wauld dethrone him. Be- 


ing affrighted with this An- 


wer, he married his Daughter 
to a mean Man of the Nation 
of Perſia, one Cambyſes, But 
being ſtill, notwithſtanding 
haunted with Fears, he ſent for 


his Daughter, when ſhe was 


big with Child, in order to 
have it ſlain, as ſoon as born, 
In his own Sight. The Infant 
was delivered to Harpagus, the 
King's Friend and Confident, 
to be put to Death ; who, fear- 
ing the Mother's Reſentment, 


gave it the King's Shepherd, to

The Matter at laſt came 
to the Knowledge of Aſtyages, 


who took Cyrus ( for that was 


his Name) into Favour ; but 
being in a Rage at his Friend 
Harpagus, to be revenged upon 
him for ſaving his Grandchild, 
he flew his Son, and ordered him 
to be ſerved. up at a Table for 
the Father's Dinner.

father, 


Ana thus ended the Em-

He was overthrown in 
Battle, and obliged to retire in- 
to his own Kingdom; whither 
Cyrus, after he had ſettled Mat- 
ters in Babylonia, followed him, 
and defeating him a ſecond time,

ons, he ſuffered the Barbarians to 


drink themſelves drunk; upon 
which, Cyrus returning in the 


Night, cut them all off, together 


with the Queen's Son. Not long 
after, he was trepanned bimſelf 


by the Queer, in much the ſame 
Manner, and lain, with two 


hundred thouſand Perſians, in the 
_ $29th Fear before Chriſt, and 
the zoth of his Reign. 


He was ſucceeded, by his Son 
Cambyſes, who invaded Egypt, 


and being offended at the Super- 


ſtition ot the Egyptians, order- 


ed the Temples of Apis and the 
other Gods, to be pulled down. 
He ſent ſome Troops to deſtroy 
the Temple of Jupiter Ammon, 


which were all buried in the 


Sands, upon the riſing of a Storm 
of Wind. After this, he dreamed 
his Brother Smerdis was on the 

Throne, and therefore took Care 


to have him diſpatched by Co- 


metes, one of the Magi; and in 
the mean time died hiniſelf of a 
Wound in his Thigh, which he 
accidentally received from his 


own Sword. Cometes, who mur- 


dered his Brother, concealed his 
Death, and put up a Brother of 


his own, Oropaſtes, in his ſtead, 


perſuading the World, that he 
was Smerdis, Cambyſes's Brother, 
But the Matter being at laſt dif. 


covered, he was taken off by a 


_ Conſpiracy, The Perſons con- 
cerned in it were ſeven in Num- 


ber, and of the higheſt Quality 


in Perſia.

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After his Death, Darius, Son 
of Hyſtaſpes, was choſen King by 
the Neighing of his Horſe, The 
Matter was thus: The Conſpi- 
rators, whereof Darius was one, 


agreed amongſt themſelves to 


bring their Horſes betimes in the 
Morning, upon a certain Day, 
before the Palace; and that be 
whoſe Horſe nceighed firſt before 


Sun-riſe, ſhould be King. Twas 


the good Fortune of Darius to 
receive the happy Omen, by the 
Contrivance of his Groom: 
For he brought his Horſe o- 


ver Night to the Place, and 


there let him cover a Mare; the 
Horſe, the next Morning, knew 
the Place again, and preſently 
fell a neighing for his Mare, 
In the beginning of his Reign he 
married King Cyrus's Daughter ; 


and, after ſome time, the Allyri- 


ans rebelling, and ſeizing upon 


Babylon, and the raking of the 


City proving difficult, the King 


being in a great Chafe about it, 


Zopyrus, one of the Conſpira- 


tors, ordered his Body to be 


torn with Rods, his Noſe, Ears, 


and Lips to be cut off, and in 
this Condition went cver to 


the Baby lonians, under the No- 


tion of a Peſerter, pretenoing 
he had been thus uſed by Da- 


rius. They eaſily believed him, 


and entruſted him with the 


Command of their Army, which 
he betrayed to Darius, and by 
that Means made him Malier 


of the Place. After this, 
Darius made War upon 
the Scythians, entring their

to the great Grief and Indigna- 


tion of the Perſians: At laſt, the 
Perſians having diſcovered a Paſs 


through the Mougtains, Leonidas 
diſmiſſed his Allies, and fought 


it with the Encmy, till he and 
his Spartans were all flain to a 


Man. The Athenians being ad- 
viſed by the Oracle to defend 
theniſelves with wooden Walls 


aboard their Fleet, which con- 
ſiſted of two hundred Sail, To 


theſe the other Greeks added 


a hundred more. Xerxes entring 


Attica, burnt Athens. After this, 
2 Battle was fought at Sea, near 


Salamis, in which the Perſiins 
were deſeated. Upon this Xer- 
xes fled, leaving behind him 
Mardoaius with 320000 Men, 
This Sea - Fight happened ten 
Years after the Battle of Mara- 
thon, and in the 480th Year be- 
fore Chriſt. The Year follow- 
ing, Mardonius was routed by 


the Greeks at plateæ, under the 
Conduct of Pauſanias and Ari— 


ſtides. And the ſame Day the 
Greeks overthrew the Perſians in 
a Sca-Fight a: Mycale,

Firſt of all, the Athenians 
take Care to build their Walls, 


which the Perſians had demo- 


liſhed ; which Matter was ac- 


compliſhed by the Induſtry of 
Themiſlocles, whilſt the Lace- 


dzmonians in vain oppoſed it. 


The Athenians likewiſe, by the 
Advice of the ſame Themiſtocles, 


made an Harbour at Pyræum. 


After this the Greeks ſent Pau- 


ſanias with a Fleet into Cyprus 
and the Helleſpont, to diſſodge 


the Garriſons of the Barbarians 


from thoſe Parts. He took By- 
zantium, but afterwards entered 


into a Deſign of betraying the 
Greelks to the Perſians; ; upon the 
Diſcovery of which, he was ſent 
for Home, and at laſt condemn- 


ed and put to Death for it, In 


the mean time, the Athenians 
brought over the Nation of 


Greece to their Party; who 


were now quite diſaffected to

King of RIacedonia, and liv'd 
as an Hoſtage for ſome Time at 
IThebes with Epaminondas, and 
made a very good Improve.

In the firſt Vear of his Reign, 
he defeated the Athenians at 
Methone, but granted them 


Peace, together with Amphipo-

Alexander, and made hiraſelf 
Maſter of Macedonia. 

After this he - raiſed à great 
Army of 98000 Foot, and 12500 
Horie, with a Fleet of 500 Sail, 
in order to recover Alia 3 but 
Seleucus, Lyſimachus, Ptolemy, 
and Fyrrhus oppoſe him with 
united Force. Yeing turned out 
of Macedonia, and terrified with 
the Revolt of the Cities, he was 


obliged to ſurrender himſelf to 


Seicucus, Who had his Daughter 
Stratonice in Marriage, and free- 
ly gave her up to his Son Antio- 
who was paffionately in 
Love with her, to the Hazard 
of his Life. With him he in- 
gloriouſly ended his Days, in 


Luxury and Riot, three Fears 


after he was taken.

Ancus Alartius, Num 
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Grandſon of Numa Pompilius, 
by whom the Latins were ſub- 
aud, and moſt of them taken 
into the City, and ſettled in the 
Aventine Mount.

Ihe fifth King of Rome was 
Tarquinius Priſcus, the Son of 
Demaratus a Corinthian.

came to Rome from Tarquinii, 


ag Town of Ecruriz, from whence 
he was called Lucius Tarquini— 
us. After he came to the Go- 
vernment he augmented the Se- 
nate, fubdird the Twelve Na- 
tions of the Etruria, and bor- 
rod from them the Enſigns of 
the ſupreme Power, the Faſees, 
the Traber, the Curule Chairs, 
the Prætexta, and other Things 
of that kind. He was flain b 
the Sous of Ancus, after he had

His Son-in-law, Servius Tul- 


lius, the ſixth in Order, begun 
his Reign in the Year 577 be- 
fore Chriſt. He was for his 
rare Endowments preferr'd be- 
fore thoſe of the Blood Royal. 
He firſt inſtituted the Cenſus, 
and order'd it to be kept every 
fve Years; divided the People 
into Claſſes and Centuries ; and 
enlarg'd the City; and after he 
had goveri'd the Kingdom with 
great Applauſe 44 Years, he 
was murder'd by the horrid Vil-

After the Death of Coriolanus, 


the Volſci went on with the

Hernici, ſoundly beat by Spurius 
Cuſſuis, that had been thrice 


Conſul; who being elevated by 


his Succeſs, afpir'd to the 
Throne, but was prevented in 
his Deſign, and thrown head- 
long from the Tarpeian Rock. 
In the Year 261 from the 
Building of the City, the com- 
mon People being very much 
in Debt, and provok'd by the 
Cruelty of their Creditors, re- 


tir'd beyond the Anien into the 


Sacred Mount; but were recon— 
ciłd by the prudent Perſuaſions 
of Menenius Agrippa having firſt 
obtain'd from the Fathers, that 
Officers ſhould be appointed to 


skreen them from the Violence of 
the Patricii, which were call'd 


Tribunes of the Common People.

routed 1n a great. Battle by Fa- 
bius the Conſul, in the Year 
444, in which were fjain or 
raken of the Enemy to the 
Number of 60000, „ 

In the Year 4:2, the Taren- 
tines brought the Romans about 
their Ears by phindering their 


Fleet, and beating their Ambaſ- 
ſadors, who came to complain 
of the Injury. They, together 
with the Tärentines, Samnites, 


and Salentines, were defeated 


by L. Emilius Barbula. Terri- 


fyd at this ill Fortune, they 


ſend for Pyrrhus to thęir aſſiſt- 
ance ; who in the Year of the 


City 474, having brought over an 


Army into Italy, made War with 
the Romans, x hich laſted 6Ycars. 


In the firſt Encounter, the Ro- 


mats, headed by Lævinus, being 
conquer'd, not ſo much by the 
Strength of the Enemy,as by the 
ſtrange Shape of the Elephants, 
yielded up the Day. Pyrrhus 
diſmis'd all the Priſoners with- 


out Ranſom By-and-by, having 


made ſome fruitleſs Ove utes of 
Peace by his Ambaſſador Cineas, 
(for Appius Claudius obſtructed 
it) he engag'd the Romans twice, 
the Victory both Times being 
dubious. He was then invited 


by the Syracuſans into Sicily a- 


— 


gainſt the Carthaginians; where 
Matters not ſucceeding accorc- 
ing to his Deſires, he returns 
inte Italy in the Year 479; and 
being defeated, forced out of ade 
his Camp, and beat from Ta- 
rentum, he returned into Epire, 
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elephantus inuſitatus vi-

CHAP. 
FTER this. a War broke 
out betwixt the Romans 
and Carthaginians, in the Year 
of the City 490, occaſioved by 
the Ambition and formidable 


- Power of each of them. Hiero 


King of Syracuſe, and Ally of 
the Carthaginians, made War 
upon the Mamertini, who had 
ſeized upon Mefſana. They 
zvply'd themſelves to the Ro- 
mans for help who carrying 

ver an Army imo Sicily, 
upon Hero and the Carthagini- 
ans 
was Gubjous a Jong Time; the 
Carthaginlans being ſucceſoful 
by Sea, ond the Romans hy Land. 
Tre moſt memorable Perſon in 
all this War vas Attilius Re- 


Euus, wao having brought the 
JI * . ; Rug . 
Carthaginians very low by two. 


Victories obteined over them at 
Sea and Land, and refuſing to 
grant them Peace but upon hard 
Terms, he was vanquiſhed by 
Xantippus, the Lacedæmonian 
General, and taken Priſoner 
with 15 Men, $c000 being 
lain, in the Year 498. Being 
afterwards ſent to Rome by the 
Caxthaginians, to treat with the 
Senate upon an Exchange of 
Priſoners, he interpoſed to pre- 
vent it, and returning to Car- 
thage, was put to Death in the 
moſt cr ei manner imaginabic, 
a3 many Authors tell us The 
firſt amongſt the Romans that 
obtained a Victory by Sca was

Corſi were ſubdued, After which 
the Komans had Wer with the 
Illyrians, and their e Teu- 
ta; which was diſpatch'd in 
three Years Time. 

There happened about this 


Time a dreadful Irruption of 


the Gauls The Iafubres and 
Boii having firſt ſent for ſome 
Tranfalpine Gauls, fell upon the 
Romans, upon the account of 
the Land in Picene, which had 
been taken from the Galli Se- 
nones, and diſpoſed of by la- 
minius, Iribunc of the Com- 
mons, by the Agrarian Law, 
which was made in the Year 
of the City 522. They were 
ſeveral J'imes worſted, and the 
Inſubres entirely ſubdu'd, and 
King Virdumarus ſlain by C 
Marcellus the Conſul, who was 
the only Perſon after Romulus 
that conſecrated Opima Spolia

made in it, ſays Florus, that if 


any one compare the Loſes on 
each Side, the People that 


proved victorious feemied more 
likely to be conquered The 
Cauſe of this War was the ſame 
with that of the former: Am- 


bition and the Impatience of 
the Carthiginians under their 


Servitude, The firſt Cauſer of 
this Combuſtion was Annibal, 
the Son of Hamilcar, who was 


General of the Carthaginians 


in the ſormer War, and had ac- 
cepted the Conditions of Peace 
with a heavy Heart: For afte 

Affairs were ſettled in Africa, 
being ſent into Spain in the 


Year of the City 517, he car- 


ry'd Annibal, tliat was then 


nine Years old, along with 


him, having firſt brought him 
to the Altar, and made him 
ſwear that he would never 
be Friends with the Romans. 
 Hamilcar being ſlain about nine 
Years after, Aſdrubal his Son-

cciv'd that he was gone. There 
are ſaid to have been 56000 of 


the Enemy ſlain in that Battle, 


and 5400 taken Priſoners. The 
Head of Afdrubal was thrown 
before the advanc'd Guards of 


the Carthaginians by Nero. 
But P. Scipio, that he might 
draw Annibal out of Italy, re- 


ſolved to carry the War into 
Africa. But at firſt, that be- 
ing look'd upon as a raſh De- 


ſign, he had neither Money nor 
Men from the Government. 
Wherefore having raiſed none 


but Volunteers, and borrowed 
Money, he firſt went for Sicily, 
and from thence for Africa, in 


the Year 550; in which Year 


the Image of the Idzan Mother 


was brought from Peſſmuns in 


Phrygia to Rome, according to 
the Advice of the Oracle. 


The General employ d againſt 


him by the Carthiginians was 
Aſdrubal the Son of Giſcon, 
who had contracted his Daugh- 
ter Sophinisba to Maſaniſſa; but 
the Carthaginians had given her 
to Syphax, (who being in love 


with the young Lady, laid 
waſte their Country) in the Ab- 
ſence of her Father and Spouſe,

What put 


the Romans upon it was the 


former Injuries Philip had done 


them, as likewiſe the late Vex- 


ation he had given their Al- 


lies, eſpecially the Athenians, 
who being harraſs'd by the King, 
had fled to the Romans.

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Antiochus therefore having clap- 

ed up a Peace with Ptolemy, 
to whom he gave his Daughter 
Cleopatra in Marriage, and grant- 
ed Cœlo Syria and Judea by 
way of Portion, made War upon 
the Romans; which being begun 
in theYear of the City 562, laſt- 
ed in all three Years; for in the 
Year 564, L. Cornelius Scipio 
the Conſul going over into Aſia, 
with his Brother P. Scipio Afri: 
Canis as his Lieutenant, did by 


the Aſſiſtance chiefly of his COun- 


ſel conquer Antiochus. Livy tells 
us, there were 520co Foot ſlain 
in one Battle, and 4505 Horſe. 
A Peace was granted Auriochus, 
upon this Condition, amongſt 
others, that he ſhould recede 
from all the Countries on this 
ſide Mount Taurus. 8 


After Antiochus was concue- 


red, the tolians were reduced 
by Fulving the Conſul; and 
the fame Year the Gallo-græci 
were ſubdued by the other Con- 
ſul Cneius Manlius. 


In the 149th Olympiad % 


3 famous Generals, P. Scipio, An- 
nibal, and Philopzemen : Scipio 


was indicted for ng Money 


of Antiochns for the Peace he 
granted him; after which he 
retir'd to Liturnum in Campa 
nia, and dy'd there in the Year 
of the City 570.

With ſo many victories did 
Marius conſummate the Glory he 
had got in the War with Jugure 


tha; for in the Year of the City 


G43, a Wer was undertaken a- 
gainſt Jugurtha, King of Numi- 
dia, becauſe he had deprived his 
Couſins Hiempſal and Adherbal, 
the Sons of Micipſa, and Grand- 


_ fons of Maſaniſſa, of their Lives 


and Kingdom. He prevailed a- 
gainſt the Romans for ſomeYears, 
more by his Gold than his Arms ; 
but was at laſt brought low by 


Metellus the Conſu), was finally 


entirely ſubducd by Marius, and 


delivered up by Bocchus King of 
Mauritania, to whom he had 


fled for Refuge; after which he 
was carried to Rome, to grace 


the Triumph of Marius, and rut 


to Death in Priſon. 

This happy Progreſs of the 
Empire abroad, was interrupt- 
ed by frequent and ſhameful Diſ- 
orders at Home; which were 
occaſioned by the Tlibunes. 
turnius having got the Agra- 
Tian Law paſſed, to divide the 


Land which Marius had got, 


(by driving the Cimbri out of 
Gaul) to the People, baniſhed 
_ Metellus Numidicus that oppoſed 
dim; but at laſt was ſlain him- 


ſelf by Marius, then Conſul the 


fixth Time, in the Year 654; 
and the Year following Metellus 
was recalled from Baniſhmenr.

After Saturninus, Livius Dru- 


ſus, Tribune of the Commons, 
but favouring the Senate, being 
= deſirous to reſtore them to their 
ancient Splendor, and to put the 


Execution of the Laws in their 


Hands, which C. Gracchus had 
divide betwixt them and the 


Knights, he paſſed the ſame A- 
grarian Laws, and put the Allies 
in hopes of the Freedom of the 
which being not able to 
bring about, he fell under an uni- 
verſal Odium, and was ſtabbed no 
body knew how, in the Year 663. 

After this the Romans were 


engaged in two moſt difficult 


and terrible Wars, almoſt at the 
ſame Time; one in Italy, and 
the other without. That was 
called the Social or Marſic War, 
becauſe the Marſi had been the 


firſt Beginners of it; for all 
the Latins, and moſt of the Peo- 


ple of Italy, being diſguſted, 
that they who were Sharers in 
211 the Hardſhips and Dangers of 
War, fhould be excluded from 
the Honours and Dignities of 
the State; and being baulked 


in their Hopes of obtaining 
the Freedom of the City by 


Druſus, endeavoured to compaſs 


that by Force of Arms which 


they could not get by fair Play, 
They firlt attempted in the La- 
tin Feriæ to aflaſlinate both the 


Conſuls, Philip and Cæſar; but 


the Matter being diſcovered, 
they openly revolted, maſſa- 


cred Q. Servilius the Proconſul, 
Fonteius, and all the Romans at 


Aſculum, After this the War

the Conſulſhip, in which he 
made an End of the War, 


After this broke out a War 


betwixt the Romans and Mithri- 
dates, who having taken off 
Ariarathes King of Cappadocia, 
his Siſter's Husband, together 
With his Son of the ſame Name, 
had ſeized upon his Kingdom; 
but being forced to forego what 


he had unjuſtly got, Ariobarzanes 


was nominated King of Cappa- 


gocia by the Senate ; but forced 


ow of his Dominions Ly Mithri- 


datts, and reſtored by Sylla. After 


this he was once more driven 
dat of Cappadecia by Mithridates, 
as was likewiſe Nicomedes out 
of Bithynia; but both recovered 
their Kingdoms again by a De- 
cree of the Senate; which Mi- 
ihridates being flended at, he 
nvadesCappadocia and Bithynia, 
outs the Roman Armies, and 
zunllacred all theltalians through- 
gut Aſia in one Day; reduced 
Maccdonts, Thrace, Grecce, and 
Athens. The ConſulSylla march- 
ing egainſt him, takes Athens ; 
and having dcfcared his Generals, 
forces him to a Peace, upon the 
Conditions of his quitting Aſia, 
Iithyniz and Cappadocia,

Sylla having made Peace with 
Mithridates, returned into Italy, 
and made an end of the Civil 


War in two Years Time by 
the Defeat of Carbo, Norbanus, 
young Marius, and others; and 


being declared Lidcator, coole 


off a great many of Marivs's 
Party by a Proſcription. O. Ser- 


torius retired into Farther Spain, 
where he held out for ſome 


Years very bravely. 


Sylla having in the Year 675, 
the Dictatorfhip, 


died the Year following ot the

In the mean Time the War. 
with Mithridates broke out a- 


gain, whilſt Sylla was yet liv- 
ing; and alter Sylla's Death, 


Mithridates having entered into 


an Alliance with Sertorius, and 
ſeized by Force of Arms upon 


Bithyni2, which Nicomedes at 


his Death in 679 had left to the 
Roman People, 


by Sca and Land, he obliged 
him ro ff, firſt into Pontus, 
and preſently. aſter to Tigranes 
in Armenia. 


Pontus and defeats both the

tories to Cn. Pompey, in the 
Year 688; who having forced 
Tigranes to ſurrender himſelf, 
obliged him to content himſelf 
with Armenia; and whilſt he 
purſues after Mithridates, adds 
the Iberians and Albanians to the 
Roman Empire, in the Year 689. 


S Finally, Mithridates in the Year 


691, being every where beat, 
thought of flying into France, 
but being diſcouraged by the 


Revolt of his Son Pharnaces, and 
the Army, he flew himſelf. 
Whilſt the War with Mithri- 


dates was warmly carried on, 


| there broke out another with 


the Slaves, in the Year of the 


City 681. One Spartacus, Oe- 


nomaus, and Crixus, Gladiators, 


having broken a School of Gladi- 


tors at Capua, belonging to 
Lentulus, and got together an 
Army of Deſperado's, routed the 


Roman Armies ſeveral Times, 


but at laſt were vanquiſned by 


Craſſus the Prætor and Pompey, 


in the Year 685. ns 
Pompey likewiſe ſubdued the 


Pirates, who, at the Inſtigation 


of Mithridates, infeſted the Seas, 
having an extraordinary Com- 
miſſion for that Purpoſe by the 


Gabinian Law. 


Whilſk Pompey is enlarging 
the Roman Empire Abroad, the 
Head of the Empire was in no 
ſmall Danger from a Conſpi- 


racy which Cataline, Lentulus, 
the Prætor Cethegus, and other 


Senators, had entered into, to 
murder the Conſul Cicero, and

The whole World being now 
almoſt ſubdued, the Roman Em- 
pire was arrived to that Gran- 
deur, that it could hardly ex- 
tend itſelf farther ; no out- 
ward Force was ſufficient to ruin 
it, it tell by its own Power, 


which was occaſioned by the 


Ambition of the leading Men, 


and the Civil Jars that arole 


from thence. « | 
C. Cæſar, after the Time of 
his Prætorſhip in the City was 
expired, obtained the Province of 
Luſitania, and by the great 
Things performed there, de- 
ſerved well the Honour of a Tri- 
umph ; but poſtponed the Hopes 
| ” thar to the Conſular Digbi- 
for which whillt he made 
of poſſible Intereſt, Pompey u—

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by the Senate, and divided the 
Publick Land in Campania a- 
mongſt the Citizens. He mar- 
ry'd his Daughter Julia to Pom- 
pey, and took to Wife for him- 
ſelf Calpurnia, the Daughter of 
Piſo; having 
and a boundleſs Generolity, 
gain'd the Fayour of all Ranks 


and Degrees of Men, he pro- 


cured the Province of Gaul, 
which he govern'd for nine 
Years: During which Time he 
reduced all Gaul, which is com- 
prehended within the Pyrznean 
Mountains, the Alps, the Rhone, 


and the Rhine, into the Form of 


Province, and impoſed a yearly 
Tribute upon it. He was the 


füirſt of all the Romans that at- 


tack'd the Germans beyond the 
Rhine : He likewiſe viſited the 
Britains, where none before him 
had ever come. In this Inter- 
val, in the Year 698, he enter'd 
into an Aſſociation with Pompey 


and Craſſus; by Virtue of which 


ne Was to have France continued 
to him. 
Spain, and Craſſus Syria, in order 
to a War againſt the Parthians ; 
to which he accordingly went 


in the Year 699, and the third 


Lear after periſhed moſt miſera- 
bly, with the greater Part of 
his Armv. Aſter which the Par- 


thians made an Irruption 1ato 
Syria, but were bravely repuls'd 


by Caſſius.

to disband his Army by a certain 
Day. Antonius and Caſſius, Tri- 
bunes of the Commons, interpo— 
ſing their Authority in vain, 
leave the Town, and repair to 
Cœſar; 
my towards the City, firuck ſuch 


a Conſternation into Pompey and 


the reſt, that leaving the City 
without. more ado, and ſhortly 


after Italy, they paſſed over into 


Greece, Cæſar went for Spain, 
Where he vanquiſhed Petreius 


and Afranius, and forced their 


Armies to ſurrender Priſoners of 
War. In his return he took 
Marſeilles, and after that was 


made Dictator, to which Office 


he was choſe four Times, and at 
laſt had it given him for Life, 
In the Year 706, Pompey be- 
ing defeated by Czar in the 
Fields of Pharſalia, went to E.

the Commonwealth; who baving 
divided the whole Empire into 


three Parts, proſcribed a great

nate approved of. Afterwards 
having marry'd Poppæa, whom 
he took from Otho, he baniſhed 
Octavia, and at laſt put her to 
Death. U pon the Diſcovery of 
a Plot, which Piſo, and ſome o- 
thers had laid againft him, he 
put to Death the Poet Lucan & 
Seneca the Philoſopher, with 
ſeveral others, 


he kick'd his Wife Poppza, that 
was big with Child, to Death, 
He had the Impudence too to 
appear upon the Stage, & act 
amongſt the Stage-Playzrs and 
Harpers, & ride Chariot-Races 
at the Circenſian Games; and 
to repreſent for his Diverſion 
the Appearance of Troy in 
flames, he ſet Fire to the City, 
and laid it upon the Chriſtians, 


Being by theſe his Villanies 


become univerſally odious and 
coatemptible, he was forſaken

In the mean Time Vitellius, 


truſting to the Legions of Ger- 


many, which he commanded in 


Quality of a Conſular Li-ute- 
nant General, took upon him 


the Name of Emperor, and de- 
feated Otho's Army in a Ren- 
counter near Bebriacum; who 
being weary of a Civil War, 
killed himſelf. 
Vuoitellius reigned after Otho 
8 Months, and was ſucceeded by 


Veſpaſian, who had been ſent 


by Nero to quell the Jews, He 
reigned ten Years with the 


greateſt Juſtice and Clemency, 
He wasa great Encourager of 


Learning & learned Men : The 
only Thing that was blamed in 


him was hisCovzetouſneſs, which 


he uſed to excuſe by alledging 
the emptinels of the Exchequer.

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The War in ſudæa was finiſh- 
ed in his Time, to which he 
was ſent by Nero, as we have 
already ſaid. It was begun by 
ſom-leditious People that were 
headed by Ejeazer, the Son of 
Aranias the High-Prieft, who 
took up Arms againſt the Ro- 
mans under the pretence of Re- 
ligion. Ceſtius Gallus, L'eutenant 
of Syria, laid Seige to leruſalem, 
but was beat off with great 
Slaughter, in the 12th Year of 
Nero The victorious Jews up- 
on their return to Jeruſalem, a- 
ongft ether Generals, made 
choice ofloſephus the ſon ofMat- 
thias, for one. In the Year of 
Cnriſt67, Veſpaſian carrying his 
Arms thro' Galilee and Tu 'z1, 
took, beſides meſt of their towns 


Joſephus their Commander. who. 


Forefcld his Riſe. At laft he 
fell upon J-rualem, the Metro- 


polis of th Nation, Which was 


taken by his Son Titus, in the 
ſecond Year of his Reign. 
This prov'd the Ruin of the 
Nation, and very Name of the 
Jews. The Calamity was indeed 


lo violent, and the Miſeries 


they ſuffcr'd ſo various, that it 
was Viſible they were puniſhe(l 
for the horrid Murder of the 
only begotten Son of God ; for 
a dreadful Famine forced the 
Beſieged to the eating of man's 
Fleſh, and Mothers to eat un

all to deſerve the Surname of 
Optimus, He added Dacia to 
the Empire, and marching into 
the Eaſt, ſubdued the Armeni- 
ans, the Iberians, the Colchi, 
theSarmatians, theOſrhoeni,the 
Arabians, and the Boſphonani. 
He likewiſe fell upon the Par- 
thians, and took the Cities Se- 


leuſia, Creſiphon, & Babylon, 


with ſeveral others; but upon 


his takinga Voyage in the Red 


Sea, almoſt ail thoſe Nations 
role in Rebellion; but he quick» 
ly reduced them, either inPerſon 
or by his Lieutenants. There 


Vas in his Time a great Earth- 


quake, which ruined the City of 
Antioch, it happened in the year 


of Chriſt 115, in the Conſulſhip 


of Maſſa'a & Pedo, the latter of 
which was buried in the Ruins 


of the Place, aid Tiajan va; 


drawn through a Window, and 
had mu ch ado to eſcape. The

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After him reigned M. Anto- 


ninus Verus, Pius's Son- in- law; 


for he had married his Daughter 
Valeria Fauſtina. He had from 


his Youth heen educated as well 
in the Knowledge of other Arts, 


as theStudies of Wiſdom; which 
he made appear in his Life and 
Condutt, & not only in Words 
and Profefſion. In the Begin- 
ningof his Reign he made L. 
Elius Verus his Partner of the 
Empire,to whom he married his 
Daughter Lucilla. They reigned 
together 11 years, being of ve- 
ry different Inclinations; for 


Verus was of a liſtleſs, luxuri- 
dus, moroſs Temper, but was 


kept within ſome Bounds by the 
Reſpett he had for his Brother ; 


by whem he was ſent againſt 
_ rhe Parthians, and carried on 


the War ſucceſsfully againſt 


them for four years, by hisLieu- 


tenants; wherefore they both 
triumphed over the Parthians. 


Afterwards they undertook an 
Expedition againft the Marco- 


mani; but upon their March 


Veruz was {cized with an Apo- 
plexy, betwixt Concordia and 


Altinum, and died. M. Aureli- 
us carried on the War for three 


years againſt the Marcomani, 


to whom the Quadi, Vandals, 


Sarmatians, and Suevi joined 
themſelves. His Army in want 


of Water was relieved by a Le- 
Zion of Chriftians that was in 


it, who by their Prayers pro- 


cured Rain from Heaven, as 


 Euſehius tells us. The Exche-

Victory reſtored the Price to 
thoſe Cha pmen that were wil- 
ling to part with what they had 
bought. Avidius Caſſius, upon 
falſe Advice that he was dead, 
ſeized the Government, and was 


three Months after flain. M. 


Aurelius died at Vienna, aſter 
a Reign of 19 years and eleven 
Months. | 


He was ſucceeded by his 


wicked Son A ureliusCommodus 
Antoninus, who reſembled Nero 
for Cruelty, Luft, Avarice, and 


ſuch Arts as are ſcandalous in 


an Emyeror, Having ſettled his 


Affairs with the Germans, he tri- 


umphed at Rome. He put to 
Death »his Siſter Lucilla, who 


with ſeveral others had conſpir- 


ed againſt his Life. He uſed to 
fight amongſt the Gladiators in 
the Publick- Games. He was at 
laft, after an infamous Life, ta- 
ken off by the Contrivance of a 
Miſtreſs, and the Captain- Ge- 
neral of his Life-guard, whom 
he had determined to put to 


Death. He reigned 12 years, 


9 Months, and 14 Days. 


After Commodu3 was taken 
of in the year of Chriſt 193, P. 


Helvius Pertinax was declared 
Emperor, oy the ſame that had

ed donative, he was forſaken by 


them, and fla in by the Order of 
Septimius Severus, after he had 
reigned 2 Months and 15 Days. 

This Severus a Native of Afry- 
ca, Was at that time Lieutenant 
of Pannonia, and took upon him 


the Government under the pre- 


tence of revenging Pertina x's 
Death. He firſt ot all dis>and- 
ed the Guards fer that aboini- 
nable Murder: Then he fell up- 
on Peſcennius Niger, Lieute- 
nant of Syria, and Clodius Al- 
banus of Britain, his Competi— 


tors for the Empire. Niger was 


conquered, and Antioch, into 
which he threw himſelf, was 


taken; after which flecing to- 


wards the River Euphrates, he 
was overtaken and ſlain. After 


the taking off of Niger, Severus 


took Byzantium, Which had de- 
clared for him, a Seige of three 
Years.

Severus undertook an Expedi-

He died at York, 
after he had reigned 17 years, 
8 Months and 3 Days. 
Antoninus Caracalla and Geta, 
the two Sons of Severus, were 
after him advanced to the Em- 
pire, in the year of Chriſt 211.

Macrinus enjoyed the Empire 
but a ſhort while; for he and 
his Son too were flain by the 


Soldiers, within a year and two 
Months after he came to it, and 


was ſucceeded by Antoninus He- 


. Hogabalus, ſuppoſed, but falſely, 


to be the Son of Caracalla. This 


vas the vileſt wretch that ever 
liv'd, given up to all manner of 


Debauchery : Wherefore after 


a Reign of 3 years and nine 


Months, he was ſlain by the 


Foldiery, with his Mother Se- 
miamira, or Julia. 


; After him M. Auretius Alex- 
ander mounted the Throne, ha- 


ving been created Cæſar the

Maximinus, after the Murder 


of Alexander, was made Empe- 


ror, who put a happy End to 
the German War. He in the 
mean Time made dreadful Ha- 
vock at Rome, by his Governor 


there, and killed abundance of 


the Nobility. During this the 


two Gordians, Father and Son, 


did at Carthage make Preten- 


ſions to the Empire. The Ro- 
mans being headed by the Se- 
nate, declare aga inſt Maximinus 
and Perſons were diſpatched a- 
way to ſecure the Provinces for 
the Senate.

ed to all Manner of Virtus; 
which was improved by the 
Prudence of Miſitheus, a very

the Soldiers, that he had no 


hand in the death of Numerian, 


& upon that ſlew Aper with his 
_ own Hand; and ſo fulfilled the 
Prophecy of him, that he ſhould 


be Emperor when he had killed 


a Boor with his own hand; for 
which Reaſon as often as he met 
with a Boor he uled to kill him. 
After he had killed Aper, he ſa id 
he had found the fatal Boor. He 
ſuppreſs the Boors that made 
an Inſurrection in Gaul, and 
called themſelves Bacaudæ, by 
Maximianus Herculius, whom 


he ſent thither for that Purpoſe, 


in the year 285, in which this 
Herculivs was firſt made Cælſar, 
the year following he was made 
Auguſt. About the ſame Time, 
Carauſius having ſeized upon 
Britain, and Achileus in Egypt 
pretended to the Empire, and 
in the Eaſt Narſes King of the 


Perſians was ready to fall upon 


the Remins, and Africa was 
waſted by the Quinquegentiansz 
the better to deal with all theſe 
Wars at once, he created Con- 
ſtant ius Chlores, and Galerius 
Maximinian, Cæſars. This latter 
was born in Dacia, not far 
from Sardica, and was \urnamed 
Armentarius, becauſe he had 
been à Herdiman. Diocleſian

andria was taken by Diocleſian, 


after a Siege of eight Months, in 
the twelfth Year of his Reign, 
Carauſius was ſlain by his Friend 


Alectus, eight Years after his Re- 


volt. At the ſame time the Quin- 
quegentians were reduced by 


Maximianus Herculius ; and Ga- 
lerius Armentarius, defeated by 


Narſes, being haughtily received 


by Diocleſian, did, the Vear fol- 


lowing, 297, revenge this Diſ- 
grace, by routing the Perſian Ar- 


my, and taking the Wives, Siſ- 


ters, and Children of Narſes Pri- 
ſoners; upon which Diocleſian 
received him honourably in Me- 


At laſt, after a ſplendid Tri- 


umpz, Diocleſian and Herculius 


laid down their Authority: 


The former did it out of choice, 
and retired to Salonæ; the other

Con- 
ſtantius divided the Roman Ein- 
pire with Maximian, keeping

CHAP. 


"A Onſtantius Chlorus having 
enjoy'd his Dignity one 
Year, or two, as moſt will have 
it, died at York. He was of a 
mild and civil Diſpoſition ; he 
Would ſufter no Enquiry to be 
made after the Chriſtians, and 
preferr'd ſuch of his Servants as 
| he knew to be of that Profeſſion, 
before the reſt, 


Conſtantine, his Son, begun 
bis Reign in the Year of Chriſt 


306, being 32 or 33 Years of 


Age, born of Helen of Bithynia, 
which moſt Authors ſay was 
Conſtantius's Concubine ; bur 
ſome will have her to have been 
bis lawtul Wife, but of mean 
Birth, : 
At Rome, Maxentius, Hercu- 
lius's Son, was proclaimed Em- 
peror by the Pratorian Bands ; 
who, at firſt, to gain the Peo- 
ple, ſeemed to favour the Chri- 
ſtians; but preſently aſter wal- 
Jowed in all manner of Wicked- 
neſs and Cruelty. Galerius Max- 
Imianus ſent Severus againſt 
him, who being forſaken by 
his Men, fled to Ravenna. Ga-

peror. The ſame Year Galerius 
Maximinus, a cruel Enemy of 
the Chriſtians, 
War againſt both the Emperors, 
was beat by Licinius in IIlyri— 
cum, and fled into Aſia, where 
he dy'd a horrible Death ar 
Tarſus in Cilicia, Nor did che 
Agreement betwixt the two 
Princes laſt long; their firſt 
Rencounter was at Cibalis, a 


Town of Pannonia; after which 
they had another Bout in the 


Plains of Mardia; in both 
which the Licinians were en- 
tirely defeated. At laſt a Peace 
was made, and the Empire di- 
vided again. | 


In the Year 324, Licinius 


taking up Arme againſt Conſtan- 


tine, upon a Pretence that he 
went beyond his Bounds, and 
had broke into his Dominions, 
received a great Overthrow near 


Hadrianople ; from thence fly- 


ing to Byzantium, he was again 


defeated by Sea; and being 


routed in another Battle near 
Chalcedon, he was taken Priſo- 
ner by Conſlantine, from whom 
he procured his Life by the In- 


rerpoſition of his Siſter, and 


was baniſhed to Theſlalonica, 
where endeavouring to make a 
new Inſurrection he 
Death.

Years after by Magnentius's Ge- 
neral Gaiſon, nigh the Pyrenzan 
Mountains. Conſtantius was en- 
gaged in a dangerons War with 
this Magnentius : In the Battle 
fought at Morſa in Pannonia, 
Conſtantius's Army was worſted 


in the firſt Aſſault, but came off 
victorious at laſt, Two Years 


after this, Magnentivs ſlew him- 
ſelf at Lyons in Deſpair. 


Governor of the Eaſt; but abu- 
ling his Authority, he was ſent 
for by Conſtantius, and put to 
Death in Illyricum. Julian his 
Brother was ſav'd by the Inter- 
poſition of Euſebia, Conflantius's 
Lady, and ſeat to Athens to ſtu— 


dy there.

He 
fert the King of the Alemans a 
Priſoner to Rome to Conſtantius, 
who envying his Succeſs, en- 
deavoured to draw his Soldiers

After 
theſe Things, Maximus ſeized 
the Government in Britain, in 
the Lear 382; 
his Imperial Seat at Tryers, 
baſely killed Gratian at Lyons, 


and having fixed 


after he had been forſaken by 
his Army ; but Theodoſius 
revenged his Death, and like- 
wiſe re-eſtabliſhed Valentinian 
the younger, who had been 
obliged to quit Italy. This hap- 


: pened in the Year 388, in 
which he overthrew and killed 
Maximus near Aquileia. Theo- 

doſius had all the Accompliſh-. 
ments becoming a Chriſtian 


Emperor, ſecond to none of the 


foregoing or following Princes, 
a conſummate General, never 
_ undertook any Wars but ſuch as 
was neceſlary, of fingular Cle- 
mency and Humasity, yer a little 


inclinable to Paſſion. 


In the Year 391, Eugenius, 
ſupported by the Power of Ar- 
| bogaſtes Comes, ſets up for Em- 


peror, and in the following 
Year, Valentinian was flain at 
Vienna in Gaul, by the ſame Ar- 


bogaſtes. Two Years after Eu- 


genius was routed, taken Pri- 


ſoner, and put to Death by Fe

He was followed by Glyceri- 
us, who took the Government 
upon him at Ravenna, in the 
Year 473, and reigned a Year 
and 4 Months.
